The inventions that are set forth in claims 1, 2 and 
6-9 do not involve an inventive step in the light of 
documents 1-3 cited in the international search report. 
Document 1 does not make disclosures in relation to the 
characteristics of the substrate material or to the haze 
value and the degree of yellowness of a laminated film 
after an accelerated weathering test. However, it would be 
easy for a person skilled in the art to configure so that 
the values that quantify these characteristics do not 
exceed predetermined values in the light of the 
disclosures of documents 2 and 3 . 

The invention that is set forth in claims 3-5 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1- 
3 cited in the international search report . Document 3 
discloses the feature of using an adhesive to bond 
objects, and it would be easy for a person skilled in the 
art to provide a protective film to the surface, and to 
further provide a release film in the cases when an 
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adhesive layer is provided. 
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
